Open top bus will not return

BUS company owner Derek Gawn has 
ruled out returning to Seaton and Coly¬ 
ton, despite having had a constructive 
meeting with Seaton mayor Cllr Jack 
Rowland. 

They met on Thursday last week and agreed 
to issue a joint statement that would outline a 
possible way forward, but Mr Gawn has since 
changed his mind. 

Seaton and Colyton made national headlines 
for the wrong reasons when Mendip Mule Mo- 
torbus owner Derek Gawn suddenly announced 
that the seasonal open top bus tour service - op¬ 
erating between Beer, Colyton, Seaton, Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth (as the Jurassic Mule) - 
would be withdrawn early because of hostility 
from a small minority of Seaton residents to¬ 
wards staff. 

Mr Gawn said “a couple of residents” of the 
flats overlooking the Underfleet bus and coach 
park had shouted at the drivers for parking 
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buses there. 

In addition to alleged verbal abuse in Seaton, 
Mr Gawn claimed that buses had also been ob¬ 
structed and, on one occasion, tampered with 
at the depot in Colyton. 

Seaton mayor Cllr Jack Rowland sought an 
urgent meeting with Mr Gawn and residents, 
saying: “I want to establish all the facts as, at 
face value, it seems odd to me that if the busi¬ 
ness is profitable that you would withdraw a 
service based on a very small number of people 
who may have a problem with the operation 
without seeking a solution to any real or per¬ 
ceived problem. 

“If Mr Gawn had contacted Seaton Town 
Council and Colyton Parish Council, I’m sure 
we would have arranged to meet him and the 
people who have complained to try to reach a 
solution acceptable to all parties.” 

Speaking on Friday morning, councillor Row¬ 
land said he had met with Mr Gawn (he hopes 
to meet with residents separately) and de¬ 
scribed the meeting as “positive and construc¬ 
tive”. 

It had been agreed to issue a joint press re¬ 
lease, but Mr Gawn had since indicated he had 
changed his mind. 

Councillor Rowland said: “I feel I made one 
step forward and one back.” 

Mr Gawn confirmed he had changed his mind 
and said: “I have now reversed that decision. 

“The meeting was very positive, and we 
thought we could see a way forward. 

“I agreed to try to find someone to manage the 
service for me, and the town council’s part of 
the deal was to try to get a new site for a bus 
stop next year. 

“But when I saw ITV News that evening, it 
brought home to me that I could not operate 
that bus in Seaton 
again. 

“It made me realises 
that if I brought those 
buses back, the prob¬ 
lems I would have 
with a small minority 
of people would be 
enormous. 

“I know they would 
start, we have already 
had one anonymous 
complaint to the Vehi¬ 
cle and Operator Ser¬ 
vices Agency (VOSA) 
about a smoky bus.” 


When asked if it was a justified complaint, he 
said: “I’ve never tried to disguise the fact they 
are smoky. 

“They are what they were when they were 
built in the 1970s, but they have passed their 
emissions tests, so are legal.” 

Referring to the TV interview, he said: “The 
lady interviewed alleged our drivers were abu¬ 
sive as well. We completely dispute this.” 

When asked by Pulman’s why he didn’t re¬ 
port alleged tampering with a bus in Colyton to 
police, he said his first impression was that 
‘only’ one wheel nut was loose. 

On closer inspection, however, a mechanic 
discovered that all were loose on one wheel and 
rectified the problem. 

Mr Gawn added: “I wish now he’d [the me¬ 
chanic] rung me to say ‘we have a problem’ and 
not put right the problem. There is nothing to 
see now. 

“And I was afraid to go to the police because 
it would have become public and destroyed 
public confidence in the service. 

“We did, however, heighten safety chec- ks, so 
we were not reckless.” 

About the service and its profitability, he said 
it had attracted 20,000 passengers this year, and 
added “It would have paid its way, it would not 
have made a loss.” 

He was adamant he is not returning to Seaton 
and Colyton, and is considering his options for 
next year - including a service with Beer as the 
only Devon stop. 

Councillor Rowland has stressed that issues 
discussed at a town council meeting in August 
were about traffic design flaws at the Under- 
fleet bus stop, not the specific complaints made 
about Mr Gawn’s bus service. 

Pulman’s tried to obtain comment from resi¬ 
dents, but was unable 
to find someone will¬ 
ing to talk when visit¬ 
ing last Wednesday. 

The issue has stirred 
up emotions in Seaton 
and Ted Gosling, the 
first freeman of 
Seaton, offered his 
opinion by saying: 
“The majority of peo¬ 
ple who retire to 
Seaton help the com¬ 
munity, but there are 
always a few who 
complain - and it is 



disgraceful they stopped this wonderful asset 
[the bus] to the town. 

“It brought business in and it certainly 
brought visitors to the museum. 

“It is a pity that one or two people got to spoil 
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Council leader survives ‘no confidence’ vote 


EAST Devon District Council leader Paul Di- 
viani (Con) remains in his role after surviving 
a vote of no confidence. 

The motion for a vote of no confidence was 
heard at an extraordinary meeting of the coun¬ 
cil on Wednesday, September 13th to a packed 
public gallery. 

Independent councillor Ben Ingham had pro¬ 
posed the motion following the closure of hos¬ 
pital beds in East Devon. 

It was seconded by independent councillor 
Val Ranger, and backed by 14 other councillors 
(a mix of independents and Lib Dems), and 
read: “On Tuesday, July 25th 2017, councillor 
Diviani chose not to represent the opinion of 
this council or the people we represent at the 


Devon County Council Health and Adult Care 
Scrutiny Committee meeting when he was 
clearly expected to do so. 

“This council no longer has confidence in Cllr 
Diviani’s commitment to represent our collec¬ 
tive interests nor lead our East Devon commu¬ 
nities as the figurehead for local government. 

“We call for his resignation.” 

The Devon County Council Health and Adult 
Care Scrutiny Committee narrowly resolved (7- 
6) to not refer the NEW Devon Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group bed closure process and 
decision to the Secretary of State for Health. 

Councillor Diviani voted against referral de¬ 
spite EDDC opposing the bed closures, which 
is what sparked the motion of a vote of no con-

He came und¬ 
er sustained fire dur¬ 
ing Wednesday’s mee¬ 
ting. 

Councillor Roger 
Giles (Ind) said: “In 26 
years on this council I 
cannot think of an in¬ 
stance where the 
council leader has 
gone against the wish¬ 
es of his/her council. 

“I am certain that 
there has not been an 
occasion where the 
council leader has 
gone against the 
unanimous decision 
of the council on a 
very contentious 
issue, and where the 
council decision re¬ 
flects the view of the 
vast majority of local 
public opinion.

“How could anyone - member of the public or 
member of this council - have even a shred of 
confidence in him after his quite deplorable ac¬ 
tions on July 25th? 

“A day of shame and infamy for our demo¬ 
cratic principles.” 

Councillor Peter Burrows said he did not 
think a referral to the Secretary of State for 
Health would have made any difference, but 
added: “But that is not the point, Councillor Di¬ 
viani should have represented the views of East 
Devon.” 

Cllr Diviani said that when he was voting at 
the committee meeting he was representing all 
district councils in Devon as part of the Devon 
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District Forum, not just EDDC. 

He also said that had the scrutiny committee 
resolved to refer the bed closure to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Health, it would only have de¬ 
layed the inevitable, jeopardised care and 
increased costs. 

The bed closure programme comes under the 
NHS Sustainable Transformation Plan (STP) 
and Cllr Diviani explained: “Of 14 initial STP 
reviews referred to the Secretary of State for 
Health between November 1st 2013 and March 
22nd 2017,14 were rejected - there being no al¬ 
ternative, evidence-based proposals to suggest 
they should be overturned. 

“The absence of alternative proposals and 
simply saying ‘don’t close our hospital beds’ 
would carry no weight at all. 

“Why would a referral from the DCC scrutiny 
committee be different to others that have 
failed? 

“In my view, a referral would only delay the 
inevitable, jeopardise care, increase costs and 
delay necessary change.” 

Heckling erupted after his speech and EDDC 
chairman Andrew Moulding (Con) threatened 
to have people removed from the chamber. 

He pointed at one person in the public gallery 
and said: “The lady over there dressed as a 
nurse will be the first to go.” 

Eighteen councillors voted for the motion of 
no confidence but 31 went against (with one ab- 
stension).

Police - along with 
their counterparts 
from Dorset - are 
once again leading 
the way in investing 
in cutting edge ways 
to tackle crime. 

Hot off the heels of 
being the first police 
forces in the UK to set 
up a dedicated drone 
unit, the operations 
department has now 
announced that it has 
trained two digital 
storage detection po¬ 
lice dogs. 

Dorset Police and 
Devon & Cornwall Po¬ 
lice have added to 
their ranks police 
dogs Tweed and Rob. 


Tweed, a 19-month- 
old Springer Spaniel, 
and Rob, a 20-month- 
old black Labrador, 
are the first police 
dogs in the UK, and 
the only dogs outside 
of the USA, to be 
trained to detect digi¬ 
tal storage devices. 

Chief Superinten¬ 
dent Jim Nye, Com¬ 
mander for the 
Alliance Operations 
Department, said: 
“This is an historic 
step for the alliance 
and policing in the 
UK. These dogs will 
give the police a new 
way to fight the threat 
of terrorism, pae¬ 
dophiles and fraud¬

sters. Tweed and Rob 
have been used by po¬ 
lice at crime scenes 
and executions of 
warrants, not just 
within Cornwall, 
Devon and Dorset, 
but across the whole 
UK. 

“The dogs have been 
used to sniff out data 
devices such as mo¬ 
bile devices, USB 
sticks, SD cards, hard 
drives and comput¬ 
ers. 

“Once again, we 
have shown that we 
are prepared to look 
at new technology 
and will always strive 
to get one step ahead 
to tackle criminal¬ 
ity.” 

In May 2015, Police 
Constable Graham 
Attwood, who is a po¬ 
lice dog instructor for 
the team, began to re¬ 
search the ability to 
train such a dog. 

PC Attwood identi¬ 
fied that the first dogs 
in the world to train 
in digital storage de¬ 
tection were trained 
at the Pioneering 
Connecticut State Po¬ 
lice Dog unit in the 
USA. 

Following his col¬ 
laboration with Con¬ 
necticut State Police 
and the FBI, a pilot 
scheme was started in 
December 2016. 

PC Attwood, said: 
“Myself and members 
of the alliance dog 
school initially han¬ 
dled and trained 
Tweed and Rob 
mainly in our own 
time as we were com¬ 
mitted to our usual 
daily duties of train¬ 
ing the forces’ other 


operational police 
dogs. 

“The majority of the 
dogs we have in both 
forces either come 
from our puppy 
breeding scheme or 
are gift or rescue dogs 
but, as this was a 
unique challenge for 
us, we identified and 
purchased Tweed and 
Rob last December 
when they were 
around 15-months-old 
and embarked on this 
journey with them.” 

Recently retired 
Connecticut State Po¬ 
lice Dog Instructor 
and co-founder of the 
American pro¬ 

gramme Mike Real 
along with Special 
Agent Jeffrey Calan- 
dra, who is the only 
digital detection dog 
handler in the FBI, 
were invited to Devon 
for a week in March 
2016 to train with and 
assess Tweed and 
Rob. 

This formed part of 
an independent re¬ 
view of the ability of 
the dogs to detect dig¬ 
ital storage devices at 
the alliance police dog 
school in Middle- 
moor, Exeter. 

Under the watchful 
eyes of the visiting of¬ 
ficers from the United 
States, the dogs were 
put through their 
paces in a three-day 
assessment process of 
the dogs’ operational 
search abilities. Twe¬ 
ed and Rob passed 
with flying colours. 

Mike Real said fol¬ 
lowing the assess¬ 
ment: “Constable 

Attwood and the 
trainers at the al¬ 


liance police dog 
school have done a 
masterful job of 
bringing this new dis¬ 
ciple of police canine 
to the UK.” 

Special Agent Jef¬ 
frey Calandra of the 
FBI commented: “In 
today’s tech-driven 
world crime has no 
state or even country 
boundaries, so help¬ 
ing our law-enforce¬ 
ment partners around 
the world develop cut¬ 
ting edge detection ca¬ 
pabilities is key to 
fighting crime and 
terror.” 

PC Attwood, added: 
“Our digital dogs 
have already proven 
to be a success and 
have been used in 
more than 50 war¬ 
rants executed across 
the UK, including 
Hampshire, Essex, 
South Wales and 
North Yorkshire. 

“We have already 
seen some really fan¬ 
tastic results from 
these two dogs. 

“Tweed on one war¬ 
rant indicated that 
something may have 
been within what 
looked like a cola can. 

“This was then in¬ 
spected by a search of¬ 
ficer and discovered 
that it was actually a 
money box which had 
a number of SD cards 
hidden within it. 

“Rob has also indi¬ 
cated a small device 
hidden carefully in a 
drawer, likely to have 
been missed by the 
human eye, which 
just goes to show that 
they are able to locate 
these items, which as¬ 
sists us greatly with 


our searches.” 

Rob and Tweed are 
part of a trial and the 
forces will assess the 
success of these dogs 
and their new skills at 
the end of the 2017 
with a view to rolling 
this out wider. 

The dogs live at 
home with their new 
full time police dog 
handlers, PC Martin 
King and PC Jill 
Curnow. 


Badger culling set to return 
across Devon and Somerset 


LICENCES have been issued for badger 
culling across Devon and Somerset. 

Culling is part of the government’s 25-year 
strategy to eradicate bovine TB, but oppo¬ 
nents say there is no evidence it is effective. 

A badger vaccination programme to stop the 
spread of TB is also restarting. 

The Badger Trust condemned the policy as 
‘politically motivated’ and an ‘insult to the na¬ 
tion’s intelligence’. 

The new licences have been granted by Nat¬ 
ural England and it follows a decision to ex¬ 
tend culling areas around the South West. 

The government said it will launch a new 
advisory service for farmers in high risk 
areas this autumn advising them how to limit 
the spread of the disease. 

Farming Minister George Eustice said: 
“Bovine TB not only has a devastating impact 
on our beef and dairy farms, but causes harm 
and distress to infected cattle. 

“Vaccination is just one part of our compre¬ 
hensive strategy, which also includes tighter 
cattle controls, improved biosecurity and bad¬ 
ger control in areas where bTB is rife, to 
tackle the reservoir of disease in wildlife." 

The government’s chief vet Nigel Gibbens 
said: “Proactive badger control is currently 
the best available option and the licensing of 
further areas is necessary to realise disease- 
control benefits across the high risk area of 
England, rather than at local levels.” 

Dominic Dyer, chief executive of the Badger 
Trust, said 32,247 badgers could be killed 
under these new licences in the next six 
weeks. 

“The government is simply pandering to its 
core voters in the farming sector,” he said. 

“No credible scientist has ever suggested 
that culling badgers will make any significant 
impact on lowering TB in cattle and there is 
now clear evidence the policy is failing badly. 

“The government is simply imposing its will 
in an act of political aggression against both 
science and the will of the people.” 

The Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (Defra), whose meeting are 
chaired by Tiverton & Honiton MP Neil 
Parish, said that in 2016, operations in Som¬ 
erset, Gloucestershire, Dorset, Devon, Corn¬ 
wall, Herefordshire and Wiltshire were all 
successful in meeting their targets for culling 
badgers. 

In total, culling will be carried out in 21 
areas in England this year.

Work on new tram 
station under way 


CONSTRUCTION of Seaton 
Tramway’s £2 million new sta¬ 
tion was set to start on 
September 18th. 

Apart from being able to 
cope with more passengers, 
the station will provide a mod¬ 
ern, all-year round facility 
also featuring a small cafe and 
gift shop. 

A Seaton Tramway spokes¬ 
person said: “As visitor num¬ 
bers have increased over re¬ 
cent years, this new station 
will replace the existing Ed- 
wardian-style ticket office in 
Seaton, built in 1996, and will 
see a new contemporary de¬ 
sign focusing on the unique 
heritage of the tramway. 

“However, whilst construc¬ 
tion takes place, daily tram 
service won’t be interrupted 


and will continue to run to 
timetable from Riverside 
Depot. 

“Seaton Tramway is excited 
to welcome visitors behind- 
the-scenes, offering a unique, 
previously unseen look into 
the hidden workings of this 
heritage tramway. 

“For a limited time only, this 
exclusive tour will provide in¬ 
sights into the daily workings 
of the depot, a closer look at 
the plans for the new Seaton 
station and development of 
the new Heritage Lottery pro¬ 
ject, Travels through Heritage 
and The Axe Valley. 

“An alternative shuttle ser¬ 
vice will be provided between 
the old Seaton terminus and 
Riverside Depot between 
September 18th and October 


29th - and from late December 
to the grand opening of the 
new station on March 30th 
2018. 

“This will also include our 
Halloween Tram Events oper¬ 
ating on selected days be¬ 
tween October 23rd and 31st 
October. 

“In addition, The Polar Ex¬ 
press Tram Ride Experience 
is returning on selected dates 
throughout December. 

“Limited disabled parking is 
available at Riverside Depot 
car park and passengers re¬ 
quiring wheelchair access 
must contact Seaton Tramway 
in advance of their visit.”

it for the town.” 

Town and district councillor Peter Burrows 
(Lib Dem) also contacted Putman’s to offer his 
view, and said: “This incident has been blown 
out of all proportions. 

“As a Seaton district councillor I am appalled 
at the ‘no comment’ from EDDC with regards to 
the incidents at the EDDC owned coach park. 

“I spoke to the EDDC Chief Executive about 
this on Wednesday [last week] and was told this 
would be a matter for the police if there are in¬ 
cidents with local residents. 

“There used to be a tourism budget at East 
Devon of £250,000 until the Tories slashed it and 
now it seems they care little about trying to pro¬ 
mote the Jurassic Coast to encourage visitors. 

“Thank God the town council does so much 
for the town.” 

EDDC Chief Executive Officer Mark Williams 
responded: “We fully support tourism and have 
invested millions into Seaton to improve the 
local visitor economy. 

“We also ensure through our StreetScene and 
other services that the town looks good for all. 

“We are more than willing to assist regarding 
any parking difficulties, but this issue appears 
to have run ahead of itself and it is sad that the 
decision to cease the Mule has been taken. We 
have certainly never said ‘no comment’.” 
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Rare dormice found in Holyford Woods 





A DORMICE nest box scheme in Holyford 
Woods, in Colyford, has discovered a number of 
rare dormice living in the woods as well as other 
small mammals. 

The East Devon District Council’s countryside 
rangers, who run the scheme, check the boxes 
on a monthly basis under licence from Natural 
England. They look for evidence of dormice as 
part of the People’s Trust for Endangered 
Species National Dormouse Programme. 

The scheme was first established in the wood¬ 
land in 2003, and found a handful of dormice an¬ 
nually. This spring, the woodland had a fresh 
set of boxes installed, all of which were created 
by the countryside team’s volunteers. 

So far, four dormice have been recorded, two 
of which were young from this year, confirming 
that breeding has taken place in the local nature 
reserve. 

Councillor Tom Wright, East Devon District 
Council’s portfolio holder for the environment, 
said: “The stewardship of our local nature re¬ 
serves in East Devon are vital for biodiversity 
and are managed for the enjoyment of residents 
in the district and the growing number of 
tourists interested in wildlife. 

“Knowing that they are breeding sites for na¬ 
tionally rare and declining species, such as 
dormice, is heartening and a good barometer 
that their management is heading in the right 
direction.” 

Countryside team leader (sites), James Chubb, 
added: “It is wonderful news that there are

dormice living in Holyford Woods. We moved 
the box scheme into an area of the woodland 
that was clear-felled in 2009 and has now regen¬ 
erated with bramble and scrub and, while a 
very difficult place to survey, the results have 
exceeded our expectations already! 

“The management of Holyford Woods Local 
Nature Reserve has been carefully planned to 
allow species such as dormice, which are in de¬ 
cline in the UK, to be able to thrive in East 
Devon and we now have the evidence they are 
doing just that.” 

Dormice are protected under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act 1981 and it is illegal to disturb 
them without a licence. The mice will be prepar¬ 
ing to hibernate from October through to May, 


and this late summer data becomes particularly 
valuable. 

When a dormouse is found in the nest box, age, 
sex and weight measurements are taken, and 
from this the People’s Trust for Endangered 
Species can develop a good understanding of the 
national population of Dormice which have suf¬ 
fered a 70 per cent decline in the last 20 years. 

Holyford Woods is an ancient woodland which 
is managed by the East Devon District Council’s 
countryside team in partnership with the Holy¬ 
ford Woodland Trust. For more information on

"And I want the family to 
know that we care - it is a 
bonus if we can send them a 
voucher which might help 
them get settled in a new 
place. 

"I had hoped to raise £75 to 
send them some flowers and 
a shopping voucher, but cur¬ 


rently we have collected 
about £300, which is really 
wonderful. 

"It's also lovely to read the 
supportive messages - it does 
a lot to restore my faith in hu¬ 
manity and the people of 
Axminster." 

As previously reported, po¬ 
lice were called to an address 
in The Cricketers. 

Nobody was physically in¬ 
jured, but an air rifle pellet hit 
a wall inside the house. 

Two men were subsequently 
interviewed at Honiton Police 


Station before being released 
under investigation. 

The incident was treated as 
criminal damage but police 
said they were "keeping an 
open mind in relation to any 
possible racially aggravated 
issues".

Worries over safety of 
Fisherman's Gap gates 

THE Environment Agency has expressed con¬ 
cern about the safety of the gates at Fisherman's 
Gap in Seaton. 

A report to Seaton Town Council said: "As you 
may be aware, each gate is over five metres long 
and the width of the path on the beach side of 
the wall is only 3.5metres. 

"The gates are pushed closed and are quite 
heavy. 

"The concern arises from the uneven ground 
under the arc of the gate and the effort required 
in getting the gates to move, and to stop them 
once they pick up momentum. 

"One of the options being considered is 
whether to reduce the size of the gates since 
fishing boats no longer launch from here."

J UST when I thought we were 
making some headway with 
reducing the stigma around 
mental health issues, Poundland 
have reignited my fears that this 
clearly isn't the case. 

I was at the self service ma¬ 
chine, paying for some inevitably 
low quality colouring pencils and 
spotted one of their own brand 
snacks, marauding as a packet of 
peanut m&m's. 

That wasn't what bothered me 
though. The name of the eye 
catching snack was 'Nutters'. 

Yes, I get that they are doing 
some kind of pun on the fact that 
they are chocolate covered 
peanuts, but that isn't where it 
ended. 

The images on the front (pictu¬ 
red below) were of sugar coated 
peanuts with deranged looking 
faces and big bites out of where 
their brains would be. 

Mental health campaigners 
have said that they can't believe 
these were allowed to get to the 
shelves and are distressed and 
disgusted by the design. 

In a statement Poundland have 
said: "These chocolate-covered 
nuts have been a customer 
favourite over the last 12 months 
and that popularity suggests it 
hasn't caused offence to them." 

I'm not sure I agree. Just be¬ 
cause lots of people have bought 
them it doesn't mean that thou¬ 
sands more aren't upset and of¬ 
fended by it. 

I understand that this was prob¬ 
ably not their intention and I'm 


sure the thinking behind it wasn't 
malicious. 

However, this is the kind of 
thing that perpetuates the 
stigma surrounding mental 
health issues and the fact that 
people in the industry overlook 
the effect these messages can 
have is worrying. Especially with 
all the work going on to raise 
awareness of this subject. 

Norman Lamb, of the Liberal 
Democrats, whose 29-year-old 
son Archie has suffered with Ob¬ 
sessive Compulsive Disorder, 
said the word nutter is "pejora¬ 
tive" and "not the sort of expres¬ 
sion we should be using these 
days". 

He continued: "If you just say 
nothing and allow these prod¬ 
ucts to be normal practice, it per¬ 
petuates a negative view of 
mental health - that there's 
something weird and odd about 
you. 

"We need to be doing much 



more to recognise that it's noth¬ 
ing to be ashamed of and embar¬ 
rassed about and encourage 
young people to get help." 

This follows the news that over 
25 per cent of people with a 
mental illness receiving Disability 
Living Allowance, have been re¬ 
fused Personal Independence 
Payment when being reassessed. 

The fact checking society. Full 
Fact, are currently looking into 
this and also whether or not they 
are receiving less benefit than 
before. 

It seems pretty clear to me that 
we are still living in a world where 
mental health is not considered 
to be as important as physical 
health. 

Even though research shows, 
time and time again, that the 
body heals quicker when the pa¬ 
tient has good mental health and 
people are less likely to get ill in 
the first place. 

Focusing on treating mental 
health issues when they first ap¬ 
pear could have a huge impact 
on saving money for the NHS in 
the long term. But I feel like this 
doesn't seem to register with the 
powers that be. 

But things are not all doom and 
gloom. There are pockets of in¬ 
credibly dedicated people who 
are doing some really positive 
work all over the country. 

I really do feel that things are 
starting to move in a positive di¬ 
rection in the general population, 
no matter how long it takes for 
that to filter back up to the top...

MORE THAN FUNDRAISING 

A recent survey of PTA UK members found PTAs raise an average of £7,000 a year, 
with a quarter raising more than £10,000. The money has been spent on resources 
including books, playground equipment, tablets and school trips. 

"Some people only associate PTAs with fundraising, but there are many, many other 
activities involved," says Doyle Wildman. 

"Yes, showpiece events like school fairs help resource important extras for the school 
that otherwise it wouldn't be able to afford. But what's driving the parents in the PTAs 
is that they want their child's school to be brilliant, not that they want be a fundraiser." 
Doyle Wildman says really successful schools have parents, teachers and children 
collaborating with a PTA. 

Parent volunteering can be anything from welcoming new parents into the school, 
to selling second-hand uniforms and organising reading in class for younger children. 

INVOLVED DADS 

Mothers tend to be much more involved with PTAs than fathers, but Doyle Wildman 
points out: "Dads would love to be more involved and they sometimes struggle, but 
if they have IT skills, for example, they could use them to help the PTA, rather than 
manning the tombola at the school fair. 

"They can support the school less in the playground and school and more at home 
in the evenings." PTA UK has found its volunteers spend around three million hours a 
year helping in schools nationwide - roughly equivalent to £20 million worth of time 
invested in children's education that wouldn't be provided in any other way. 

But as well as helping to improve their child's school, the research found that parents 
engage with schools because they enjoy spending time with other families at 
school-organised events such as fairs, quiz nights and parties. 


HOW TO GET 
INVOLVED 

• Reading: As well as reading with your 
own child, spread the joy by offering to 
read with other children at school. 
Research shows you can achieve similar 
benefits by talking to older children 
about social and political matters. 

• Ask for information and contacts for 
the PTA at your school office. 

• Join your school PTA, parent forum or 
board of governors: If you're 
enthusiastic about your school, your 
child is also likely to be - that's 
role-modelling at its best. 

• Be a virtual supporter: If you can't 
help in person at school, there may be 
plenty you can do to help on your 
laptop, like setting up the class or PTA 
Facebook page, or responding to 
e-consultations or surveys.

The Kingdom of Paul Nash 

An illustrated ballad, a celebration of love and surrealism 


BRINGING lyrical live music, beautiful animation 
and a narrative based on artist Paul Nash’s time 
spend in Dorset. 

In the 1930s artist Paul Nash, still haunted by the 
hellish visions of the trenches, adrift of an artistic 
vision of his own, found life and love amidst 
Dorset’s coast and ancient ruins. Here he fell in 
love with fellow surrealist Eileen Agar and his 
version of English Surrealism took flight. 

The appalling experiences he endured, first as a 
soldier and later as an official war artist, prompted 
him to create paintings of disturbing, lasting 
power. Nash died in a guesthouse in 
Bournemouth, having spent his last days 
revisiting the places in Dorset that had inspired 
his surrealism. 


The Cabinet of Living Cinema, a collective of 
Dorset based musicians, film-makers, animators 
and artists, who specialise in creating live music 
for film, bring to life Nash’s artistic and 
philosophical ideas in their new performance 
combining lilting score with film and animation.

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Honda commits to electrified technology for 
every new model launched in Europe 


HONDA has confirmed that elec¬ 
trified technology will now fea¬ 
ture in every new car model 
launched in Europe. The an¬ 
nouncement was made by Honda 
Motor Co. President and CEO, 
Takahiro Hachigo, during his 
conference speech at the 2017 
Frankfurt Motor Show. 

Hachigo-san made the commit¬ 
ment as he unveiled Honda’s new 
electric vehicle, the Urban EV 
Concept. “This is not some vision 
of the distant future; a production 
version of this car will be here in 
Europe in 2019,” he added, con¬ 
firming that the concept is set to 


become a reality within two years. 

Honda’s Urban EV Concept is 
built on a completely new platform, 
and showcases advanced technol¬ 
ogy within a simple and sophisti¬ 
cated design. The Honda emblem 
on the concept is backlit in blue, 
which previews a new styling fea¬ 
ture for the company’s future EVs. 

At a global level, Honda aims to 
have electrified technology in two 
thirds of its new car sales by 2030. 
In Europe, the target year is 2025, 
as interest is particularly strong. 
“Here in Europe, we see this move 
towards electrification gathering 
pace at an even higher rate than 


elsewhere,” Hachigo-san com¬ 
mented, adding that Europe was 
therefore particularly appropri¬ 
ate for the global premiere of the 
“next step” in Honda’s ‘Electric 
Vision’ strategy. 

Philip Ross, Senior Vice Presi¬ 
dent of Honda Motor Europe, fol¬ 
lowed Hachigo-san by introducing 
the new CR-V Hybrid Prototype. 
“On sale from 2018, this vehicle 
will be the first Honda hybrid SUV 
sold here in Europe,” he said. 

The CR-V Hybrid powertrain de¬ 
livers real-world efficiency and ef¬ 
fortless driveability. The i-MMD 
(Intelligent Multi-Mode Drive) two- 


motor system does not need a con¬ 
ventional transmission - instead, a 
more compact multi-mode unit 
with a single fixed-gear ratio deliv¬ 
ers torque seamlessly to the wheels. 

Mr Ross also announced the 
new Honda Power Manager Con¬ 
cept, a fully integrated energy 
transfer system that can dis¬ 
tribute electricity to and from the 
main grid, as well as directing 
power flow from renewable 
sources and managing the inter¬ 
action of an electric vehicle bat¬ 
tery connected to the home. 

“When appropriate, Power Man¬ 
ager can draw on energy from the

EV battery to power the home, and 
minimise the demand from the 
main grid,” said Mr Ross. “It even 
allows energy stored in the EV to 
be sold back to the grid to generate 
an income for the owner.” 


Honda is participating in a trial 
in western France, where Power 
Manager units will be installed in 
a pilot scheme, as part of the de¬ 
velopment of a regional ‘smart 
grid’ to be completed by 2020.
